be neocene- them, or the major part of them, (hall make fuch order and de- 
al meeting, termination thereupon, as Ihall to them feem juft ; fix days no^ 
tice in writing of fuch informations and intended order being 
firft given to theperfon or perfons whom the fame may concern, 
or left at his, her or their laft place of abode*. 

IX. And be it further enaded by the authority aforefaid. 
That the faid commilTioners, or any feven or more of them, or 
the major part of them, fhall have power and authority, and they

itive penalties and forfeitures (hall and may be recovered in a

'as aforefaid ; and (hall go and be applied, one moiety to the in* Applicationof 
former or informers, and the other moiety to the party or par- thcforfeiturei. 
ties aggrieved by any fuch offence, and (hall and may be levied 
by diftrefs and fale in manner herein before directed* 

X., Provided alfo, and be it further enaAed by the authority Nocommiffio- 
aforefaid. That no commiffioner or commifiioners (hall fit in "^ ^^ ^. 
judgement in the execution of this a<ft, or any of the powers i^toreftcd " 
herein contained, where he or they, on his or their own parts, 
are any wife interefted or concerned. 

XL Provided nevcrthclefs, and be it ena<fted by the authority Appeal from 
aforefaid. That if any perfon or perfons (hall think himfelf orthecommtft- 
themfelves aggrieved, by reafon ot any rules, orders, confiituti- ?»^" ^^t 
ons or affeffments fo as aforefaid to be made by the faid com- £^^^ 
miffioners, or any feven of them, or the major part of them, at ' 
their faid general meetings, it (hall and may be lawful to and 
for the judge or judges of aflize, at the aflizes to be held for the 
county wherein the matter of complaint principally arifeth, or 
the judge or judges of Nifi prius^ or fitting of Nifi prius at JVeft- 
minjUr^ when the caufe of complaint (hall arife in the county of 
Mtddlefex^ upon complaint made by fuch perfon or perfons ag-

WHEREAS /*^ immoderate drinking of diflilled fpirituous 
liquors by perfons of the meanefi and lowejl fort^ hatb of lata

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years inanafedj to the great detriment of the health and morals of/he 
eommon people ; and the fame bath in great meafure been owing to the 
number of perfons who have obtained licences to retail the fame^ un^ 
der pretence of being diftillersj and of thofe who have prefumed to 
retail the fame without Ucence^ more especially in the cities of Lon« 
don and Weftminfter, the borough ^ South wark, and other places 
within the weekly bills of mortality y contrary to the good and wholes 
fome laws heretofore made for preventing thereof: and whereas we 
your Majeflfs chttifrl and loyal fubjeSIs the commons of. Great Bri- 
tain in parliament affembled^ ever attentive to the prefervation and 
health of your Majeftfs fuhje^s^ have taken this great evil into our 
ferious confideratiouj andpropofed fuch laws and provifions as appear 
to us to be mo/i likely to put a ftop to the fame ; but it may fo happen^ 
that in confequence of the necejfary reguktions for that purpofty there 
may accrue a failure or deficiency in the refpeHive funis to which tba
